We believe a better plan can be 
found to make employing individ­ 
uals and big firms be fair to labor, 
than by having 
a situation

calls for strikes, and violence. 
This 
system of getting rights by strikes 
is not truly 
American,

to our wray of thinking. There is a 
better way, and the American peo­ 
ple will find a better plan.

tory of righteousness, that civiliza­ 
tion and decency, liberty and free­ 
dom may not perish from the earth.
